Bur the Biſhop belzeves'no 
ſuch thing, and if he would not have us of 
his mind, he did weakly to tell "us fo. 
Well then, we are all of us to take his Ad- 
vertiſement, that our Liberty hangs burby 
ſlender Threads, and a Reaſon of State, and 
not of Nature, Right or Chriſtianiry 5 which 
certainly is.not to beſpeak rhis Conftderable 
Party to the adyantage of the Government : 
And for which I think the Biſhop a very 
modcrate States-man, and the Govern- 
ment as little beholding to his Politicks as 
we are to his Charity, However, we will 
have a better Opinion of our Superiors Re- 
gards to Liberty, and conclude that their 
Inclination equals their Diſcretion, and rhar 
their Judgment as well as Prudence is of 
that fide.. Ler the Biſhop ſay what he 
pleaſes. Andtho he deſerves ir not army 
Hands, I could almoſt perſwade my ſelfro 
think thar he does nor begrudge us, and 
means not ſo looſly as he wrircs. Bur be 
it as it Will, That God that has upheld us by 


hu free Spirit to ths Day, through many and 


great 
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great Affiidtions, we firmly believe will ſufer 
nothing to attend us,that ſhall not in theConclu- 
fron work for his Glory and our Good, if we con- 
tanue ſtedfaſt to the End, in the bleſſed way of 
Righteouſneſs, wherein he has ſo often and 
fignally Owned and Preſerved us; notwithſtan- 
mg the Violence of Open Enemies, and the 
Treacherous and Reſtleſs Endeauours of Fall: 
Friends. 

His 15th Paragraph multiplies RefleCtion, 
as before obſcrved,and Repeats what I have 
aiready largely antwercd ; particularly that 
we own the Chriſtian Faich , which he 
makes us to Wave, Suppreſs, or at leaſt not
